ous" and if you can suggest 
any 
otner way in which the taxpayers 
can find out whether ih? 
roads 


Luilt under the supervision of your 
commission are costing the taxpay- 
ers more than they should cost, we 
would be plad to have you do so. 


We have not made comparisons 


of costs of road building in the sev- 
eral counties without investigation 
«nd a general knowledge of condi- 
tions, and having this knowledge, 
we believe 
the 
comparisons 
we 


have made are reasonably accurate 
and the discrtpency is sufficiently 
large to justify 
the investigation 


which the taxpayers 
have asked 


from your department. 


In making up the figures of costs 


of constructing roads, as they ap- 
pear in our letter of July 30, we 
have mnJe up those figures from 
the published reports of the differ- 
ent County Highway Commission- 
ers and have assumed that those re 
ports are accurate and correct. 


In Oneida County we have taken 
the total amount reported by 
the 


Commissioner as having been 
ex- 


pended for construction and main 
lenance in 1016 viz. fCS.lC8.72 and 


supervision—but you say in 
your 


letter that none 
of the 
counties 


represented have done any but 
a 


small amount of surfacing. 


Can it be possible that the dis- 


crepancy of .*855.&S per mile 
is 


chargeable to engineering ard state 
and county supervision? 


If such is the case, it certainly 


makes our request for an investi- 
gation must imperative. If it is not 
the case, what is the explanation? 
Can

department reconcile 


these figures. 
Returning again to the subject of 


comparisons, and taking your fig- 
ures to be true, then there is an 
une.xplainable 
difference between 


Ihe cost of construction of roads in 
this county 'and ' the 
adjoining 


county of Yihs. Your figures show 
the cost in Yilas county to have 
been J814.00 per mile and in this 
county $1505.00, a difference in fa- 
vor of Yilas county of *781.00 per 
mile. Many of the people of 
this 


county are familiar with the roads 
in Yilas county and travel 
over 


them frequently and .their verdict 
almost without exception is to the 
effect that Yilas county roads are 
much superior to the roads in this 
county—some Po as far as to 
say 


that ours are "tote roads* in com- 
parison; the general conditions in 
the two counties as to surface, soil, 
labor and material are .practically 
the same, in fact 
the conditions 


rather favor this county in the fact 
that 
practically 
all of the State 


Aid Highways in this county have 
been constructed upon the founda- 
tion of old roads which have been 
travelled for years, ard require but 
little clearing and grubbing, while 
many of the Yilas county roads arc 
cut out through timbtr of consider 
able size.

ting at the actual cost. If we are jr. 
error in this we should be glad to 
be enlightened. 


In this connection we would be 
glad to know why the figures re- 
ported by the County Commission- 
er are so widely different from the 
figures which you report from your 
department.

You suggest in your letter that 


it would be helpful if this associa- 
tion would bid on several pieces ol 
Oneida county road work and ac- 
tually perform them. This sugges- 
tion would have some weigh! \vere 
we, or the public generally, given 
an opportunity to bid on even one 
piere of work.

It 
Is necessary that this be done care- 
fully, as oM rallk left In the udder 
msy lead to garget or other Ills. 


For the drying-off 
process 
the 


Pennsylvania experiment station rec- 
ommends decreasing the silage to 
about 20 pounds and the grain to four 
pounds daily. No change Is necessary 
In the amount of hay fed. After the 
cow Is dry the grain ration Is re-, 
srzmed and the amount of grain In- 
creased gradually until the week Just 
previous to freshening. 


The grain ration ought to be laxa- 


tlve In character, highly nutritions 
and palatable. During the last week 
the cow should be placed In a box 
stall and her grain lessened. Equal 
parts of wheat bran and ground oats 
or chop with alfalfa hay and man- 
gels Is recommended as a good ration 
to feed at this time. 


After parturition the cow should not 


be ranted until the second day, except 
by the calf, unless, as Is the practice 
of some dairymen, the calf Is removed 
at once. For several days the cow 
should b« allowed only tepid water. 
For feed, good dove* hay, mangels

Pre*criptlon Given for Pij Weighing 


About 100 Pounds—Give Salt, Sul- 


phur and Charcoal. 


To expel worms from hogs the fol 


lowing prescription Is right for a pig 
weighing about 100 pounds: Santonin, 
five grains; calomel, two grains; areca 
nut, two grains; sodium bicarbonate, 
one drain. 
Keep the hogs off feed 


for about 12 hours acd give the dose 
In a slop of middlings. The evening 
of the same day give a mash of wheat 
bran.

FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS 


First Annual RVport of The Dire'e- 


tors 


This Association was organized 


in March, 1916—for the purpose of 
securing a mere equitable basis for 
taxation in the County, and cuard- 
ing the taxpayers 
from 
excessive 


levies of taxes, from the unauthor- 
ized 
expenditure 
of municipal nefejpi 


funds, and generally looking after Balance 
the interests of the taxpayers of the ;eneral 
County in matters relating to 
the 


taxation of their properly. 
The board of Directors appoint- 


ed an Attorney to act directly 
in 


the matter, under the instructions 
and directions of the Board. 
The first work undertaken by the 


Directors was the inspection of the 
levies made in each town for 
the 


year 1016. 
The town Clerks of the different 


towns were asked to furnish item- 
ized statements of the levies made 
at the annual town meetings. 


The levies made at the annual 


town meetings were, in many cases, 
more than the law authorizes. 


In all such cases the supervisors 


of such towns were at once notified 
of the fact, and of the particular 
item or items of such over levy, and 
were warned to keep the levy with- 
in the limits prescribed in the an; 
nual tax roll. 
The Board next direcled the At- 


torney to make up and 
pub 


lish a synopsis of the laws upon the 
subject of assessment,taxation, lev 
res, and disbursements of 
public 


funds, and to mail the same to al 
the town, city and County oflicers 
of the County, a.nd to the members 
of the Association. 
This work was done 
in July 
1916. 
The Attorney was also di 


reefed to check up the proceeding 
of the County Board for the yea 
ending March 31, 1916.
